» The low, prolonged moan, almost a 
Bob; ‘that filled Madison Square Gar- 
pee ‘when the announcement of the 
death of the. President's son was 
made to the Democratic Convention 
by Chairman Watss, told of . some- 
thing deeper in. the hearts of that mul- 
titude than partisan .

Their. sorrows “are his, as ‘he fre- 
quently testifies; but in an especial 
setise his grief ik also theirs. 

The appeal to the public’s sympathy 
is heightened by the fact that he who 
died was’ a boy with. the world before 
him. As such he personified the hope, 
the promise of hundreds of thousands, 
of Americam households. The parents 
of évery-one of. the others lost in 
imagination their own. One day dur- 
wing the lad’s- sickness the President 
Jeft his bedside. for an hour “to speak 
to the teachers of the children ‘and 
youth of America, who ‘together make, 
as he said, one-fourth 6f- our total 
popilation—the fourth that in thirty 
years will be guiding, governing, mak- 
ing the America for the next genera- 
tion..
